Then again our world enlargea with 
our sympathies Sympathy Is closer 
still than Interest, aa It lavolvea our 
hearts People who lack aympatby live 
In a email barren world, but those 
who have wide and warm aympathlea 
melt easily Into the Uvea of othera and 
thus enlarge and enrich their own 
In our aympathlea we
